Indian constable No. 471 deposed to 
“Hiaving been offered $40 or 860 by a 
watchman and tho defendant to allow 
them to taky some opium from the 
Factory. The witness was on duty at the 
Factory betwoon 2 a.m, and 6 a.m, on 
April 6th, and at about 3 a.m. the defend. 
ant knocked at the door. Witness opened 
the door, and defendant gave some moncy 
to him, which he put in hig pocket with- 
counting. Tho defendant then 
went into the strong-room, and opened 
the safe with a key which he took from 
His person. The defendant took some 
opium from the safe and put it into a 
cloth which he took from one of bis 
pockets. Soon afterwards Inspector 


Kent came in and arrested tho defendant, 
Witneaa handed to Inepector Kent the 
moncy (840) which defendant had given 
him. 

The defendant said he wag on duty at

was in President Wilson’s mind when ho 
said he believed the time bad come to 
grant complete independence, which had 
been detiicd to the Filipino people. 

Mr. Baker said-ho believed with Presi- 
dent Wilson that they would be able to 
send home word that the American people 
love liberty tog dearly -not to desire to 
extend it to others. : 

Mr. Baker read a letter left by Presi- 
dent Wilson when he went b Europe, 
which was as'follows :— anaaeee 

Washington, March 3rd. | 

Will you please express to the gentle- 
men of the Commission representing 
the Philippines Legislatare my regret 
that I have beon unable to see them 
personally on their arrival in Washing- 
ton, as wel} as’ my hope that their mis- 
sion will be a source of satisfaction to 
them, and that it will result in bring: 
ing about that independence set forth 
in the declaration of the Legislature 
epproving the sending of the Commis: 
sion to the United States. 

I have been deeply gratified with the 
support and the encouragement received 
from the Filipino people and from 
the Philippines Legislature in the try- 
ing period through which we are pase 
ing. 

We people of the United States have 
reasons for taking the deepest pride 
in the policy to support the Filipino 
people, and though anable to meet the 
Commission the Filipino people cannot 
be absent from my thoughts. ‘ 

Not the least important labour of the 
Conference which now, requires my -at- 
tention is that of making ‘the pathway 
of the weaker peoples of the world less 
perilous—a lebour which should be of 
deep and abiding interest to the Fili. 

pino people. I am sorry that I cannot 
look into the face of the gentlemen of 
this Mission from the Philippine Is- 
lands and tell them all that I have in 
mind and think of their ‘earnest 
labours, and that the idea most in sight 
is being undertaken by the American 
and Filipino people for their perman- 
ent unity. I know, however, that your 
gentimenta are mine in this regard, and 
that-you will translate duly to them my 
own feelings and thoughte. 

Mr. Francis Burton Gov 
ernor-General of the Philippine Islands, 
in a statement, said that his experience 
of the islands had convinced him thet the 
obstacle to independence that appeared 
to exist a few years ago hadi been cleared 
away.

No 
compensation was ever given to him, 
though he was instrumental in effecting 
the asrest of one of the ringleaders and, 


reabvaring some of the Customs property. 
The pirate, after a fair trial, was sub- 
sequently shot, and the officer, badly 
shaken by his récent experience, was 
transferred to Foochow. The ring- 
leader’s gang, discovering this, wrote 
several letters. threatening the officer that 
should he ever come Routh they would 
take his- }ife. Yet a few months 
back, the Inspectorate, who have ‘full 
cognizance of the sad! affair, re-transfer- 
red this very man. to Kongmun, where 
the-piracy occurred.
